The general 
sentiment here is that saloon smash- 
ing did not get a setback in this trial, 
if anything, it was given fresh life, and 
the saloon men are on the watch for 
wreckers at any time. 


STORM LOSSES ARE GROWING FAST 


Damage to Telegraph and Telephone Lines is Esti- 


mated to Be Over $160,000. 


Milwaukee, March 12.—Milwaukee's 


isolation caused by Sundays' storm of 
•rain, sleet and snow, still continues 
and with the exception of four wires 
l>y a roundabout way, no telegraphic 
or telephonic communication is like- 
ly to be secured until late today. 


The reports brought in by repairing 


crews show that the damage was far 
greater than was at first supposed, 
aggregating fully S160.000. 
This is 


•simply the actual loss to the owners 
•of the telegraph and telephone lines 
and does not inculde the damage done 
to 
business caused by interrupted 


communication. 


The losses of the^different compan- 


ies as estimated last night 
were: 


Western Union company, $100,000;

modifications will be made in the de- 
sign to conform with the Ideas of the 
iommlttee.

for a shaft 56 feet 2 inches high of 
fine hammered and polished Barry 
granite. 
It will weigh over 150 tons 


and. will contain 1,650 cubic feet of 
granite.

•The base will be 14 feet square,. 2 


feet high; the second base 10 feet 
square and 1% feet high and 
the 


:hird base 8 feet square and two feet 
high. 
On this will stand a 6 foot 


quare blue Barry granite die, 5 feet 
high, which will be surmounted by-a 
cap 7 feet 4 inches square and 3 feet 
high; next conies a plint 4 feet, *8 
nches square and 1% feet high. The 
main shaft tops this and will be four 
'eet square at he -;base and 27" feet 
high, tapering to a second plint 3 
eet 10 inches square and three feet 
high, on which will set a cap 4 feet 
10 inches square and 3 feet high. An 
additional plint then comes in and will 
be surmounted by a figure of a sol- 
dier 8 feet 6 Inches high, standing at 
parade rest.

An effort was made on 
the part of the two educational .in- 
stittutions to secure the money, with- 
out the aid of the governor, but the 
board of control refused' to join them 
and nothing was done.. It was dis- 
covered however that the revenues 
of the state would show a liberal 
balance, and the schools were' per- 
mitted to go on with their improve- 
ments and the board of control was 
also enabled to put up a much needed 
building at Ohipewa. The $300,000 
balance would have gone; largely to 
the board 
of 
control bad it been 


available. 


While the State University is a 


credit to the state; and the Normal 
Schools are considered of great im- 
portance, yet it is a fact that the de- 
mands of these institutions have fre- 
quently been met at the expqnse of 
other interests of equal importance. 


It is estimated that 
the feeble 


minded population o! the- stat? num- 
bers today 3,000. 
Many of this un- 


fortunate class are a burden to them-
